Even 
in 
these days of progress men are o f­ 
ten blinded by self interest to tin* 
good of others, never realizing that 
those tilings which benefit all bring 
back a corresponding gain to those 
who 
sacrifices 
to 
secure 
them. 
“ Bread east on the waters will return 
after m any days.” Moreover, to help 
others is a duty. We cannot live our 
lives alone. 
We are dependent upon 
others for every benefit we have, ev­ 
en for the very privilege of gaining 
our wealth, however much our indus­ 
try and thrift 
have 
played 
their 
part. 
There is no such thing as in­ 
dependence, or laek of responsibility. 


Some of us have won prosperity. 
The very en joyment of it depends up­ 
on our sharing it with others. 
This 
has been realized by most 
men 
of 
wealth, and the many works of phil­ 
anthropy, the endowments, the libra­ 
ries, hospitals, parks, and such pub­ 
lic gifts, all speak the knowledge that 
such men and women have

Give us an auditorium, down town, 
simple in Construction, of brick or 
concrete, which will be free of posts 
inside, with a 
good- stage, 
banked 
seats along the sides, with a 
large 
central floor with movable seats. 
It 
can then be used for exhibits, lec­ 
tures, 
shows, 
fairs, 
carnivals, 
dances, and what not besides plays, 
conventions, religious meetings, and 
political gatherings. 
Its uses would 
be legion. 
It would bring thousands 
of people here, and would be a lust­ 
ing benefit to the farm ers of Rush 
county.

only a few thousand 
dollars,

stand as a memorial to the name of 
the generous founder.

rI he elevators here arc 
paying 
seventy-four cents a bushel for tin* 
wheat. 


The grain, according to the eleva­ 
tor men, is of very good grade and 
in most eases weighs sixty pounds, 
or a fraction over, to the bushel. The 
yield, while not phenomenal, is bet 
ler than in the last few years. 
The 
wheat 
has been 
averaging 
from 
twenty to thirty bushels to the acre. 
None has been received here that 
averaged less than twenty 
b u s h e l s 
and some has been reported as being 
better than thirty bushels to the acre.

Brookville. 
It was necessary to wait 
here several hours for a 
train 
to 


C o l u m b u s and the fish began to «lie. 
Several hundred of the bass «lied and 
the men in charge believed that all 
would be dead by the time C o l u m b u s 
was reached, so it was decided t 
place them in the river here. 
The 
fish were taken to the 
Green 
an«l 
Green farm and placed in the liver 
above the dam. 
The excessive heat 
is believed to have been the reason 
for the fish dying. 
Even if half of 
those that were placed in the river 
live, there will be plenty of bass in a 
vear or so.

Columbus, Ind., July 9.— “Munici­ 
pal ownership of public utilities is 
not only a good thing, hut tlu* time 
is coming when the public ownership 
^pyL«in utilities will become an 
actual necessity.” 
This was tlu* declaration today of 
John W. McCarty, m ayor of W ash­ 
ington. In«!., in an address on “Muni­ 
cipal Ownership of Public Utilities” 
at tlu* « losing session of the annual 
nu'cting of tlu* Municipal League of 
Indiana. 
He told of his home city’s 
experience with a municipally owned 
electric light an«l power plant. 


“ I am not speaking from theories 
propounded by opj>ononts «>r advo­ 
cates of municipal ownership,” said 
Mavor McCarty. 
“ I am speaking 
from !lu* actual experience of my 
native city. 
If you doubt that muni­ 
cipal ownership is a success, I invite 
you to a «‘onsideration of tin* condi­ 
tion of affairs now existing in the 
<*ity of Washington, where the «*le«*- 
1 ri«* works operated by the city is 
th«* pride of every resident. 


“ No public* utility owned aiul oper­ 
ated by a municipality has ever hon­ 
estly failed. 
Failures have o«*cured 
from 
ulterior motives; they have 
bc«*n m anufactured; but whenever a 
failure is recorded an investigation 
will disclose that that failure was 
brought about either by dishonesty 


o r inefficiency. 


“When our electric works was pu r­ 
chased by the city, it was com para­ 
tively speaking a worthless shack, 
hut today it is a well-equipped plant. 
But. you ask, what has all this a<*- 
complished for the city other than 
(he mere upbuilding of the plant? 
T 
submit in reply th at by owning the 


w o r k s we have 
been 
enabled 
to 
supply in«*rc efficient and more ex­ 
tensive electric service and at the 
same time have reduced the tax levy 
15 cents on the $100. 
We were able 
to make the above reduction in our 
taxes by decreasing the light levy 
from 25 cents to 5 cents. 
“When 
tlie electric 
works 
was 
owned and operated by private p a r­ 
ties, the city was paying 
annually 
$70.25 for each street light an«l as 
we have at the present 210 street 
lights, we would be paying, accord- 
inng to the ol«l contract, the sum of 
$15,384.75 per year for the lighting 
of our 
streets. 
Under 
municipal 
ownership, we are getting our streets 
lighted today on a tax levy of 5 cents 
which amounts to about 
$1,700 
a 
year, or $7.70 a light. 
“ Thus you can readily see we arc 
saving the city a street lighting of

made farm ers halt with their thresh­ 
ing in the field to keep from being 
overcome by tlu* heat and to prevent 
the hiss of a horse or two. 
But July, if it is anything like July 
last year, has much hotter weather 
in store for a long suffering people. 


Oil the next to the last, day of July 
1913, the tem perature recorded here 


w a s 10.» in the shade. 
This is the 
record for Rushville in many years. 
There was an unofficial shower late 
yesterday afternoon, hut it lia«l n«> 
effect on the temperature. 
In fact, 
when the shower lia«l showered itself 
all out, tlu* mercury began to mount 
in the tube and reached the highest 
point of the day. 
So when this hu­ 
midity thing is on 
the 
job,

from a shower is not to he expected. 
Anyone with an inherent intuition 
for cloudy events couhl tell 
today 
that there would most probably he 
rain. 
The w. m. admitted that the 
conditions were very favofiaWe for 
thunder showers, hut left a Ipop h« :e 
t«> escape hv saying that the condi­ 
tions di«l not w arrant any direct p re­ 
diction of thunder showers, an«l even 
if there w’ere, they would he 
local 
and of short duration.

Bull M«»ose leaders held a “con­ 


ference” in Indianapolis one day this 


week, which is not an 
uncommon 


thing for them. 
In fact, it is their 


favorite outdoor sport. 
The political 


handbill in Indianapolis, the 
Star, 
gave an extended (meaning long) re­ 
port of the conference in which it 
said “ r e p o r t s were made th at cover­ 
ed 
every p a rt of the state. 
“ Ihe 
substance of these reports was sum ­ 
med up in six brief s t a t e m e n t s , th e 
lirst of which was: 


“ That the Republicans 
are 
not 
making tlie serious inroads on the 
Progressive party th at they are al­ 
leging.” 


This, then, is an admission of the 
patent fact from the forem ost Bull 
Moose organ that the Republicans 
are making inroads on the P rogres­ 


sive s, that Progressives arc return­ 
ing to the Republican party because 
they see in it the only ultimate means 
of preventing a return of Democratic 
officials in state and nation and a 
recurrence of this sort of mism an­ 
agement we have had in Indiana and 
the kind of 
unprotective tariff 
we 
have in the United States. 


“That the Progressive party is in 
an excellent condition in a majority 
of the counties,” was the second of 
these 
statements. 
The 
so-called 
leaders may he sincere in their belief, 
but it is difficult to understand how 
they could he in the face of the re ­ 
turns from the two largest counties 
in the state, as well as from a num ­ 
ber of other states.

Not a Progressive 
congressman was elected in Indiana 
two years ago. 
Nor did any 
come 
anyway near being elected. How* can 
any one candidate for congress this 
| year have better prospects for e l e c ­ 
tion than two years ago when the 
trend of the thought among the rank 
and file of the Progressives has been 
shown by Countless

t u r n s , special elections and prim ari­ 
es in'more than a dozen states have

state such balance from each counrv 
as bad not been exacted in advance 
by the state board of finance the said 
board with a great flourish of trum ­ 
pets, announces that it has just con­ 
cluded the 
somewhat 
remarkable 
feat of paying off $759,000 of the 
s ta te s indebtedness. 
Ordinarily a 
statement like that should make the 
citizens of the state feel pretty good, 
hut when they realize that fhe $750.- 
999, or at least $600,000 went to pay 
tor a “dead horse,” their joy is easilv 
confined within bounds. 
The trifling 
sum of $290,099 of the amount was 
used to pay a temporary loan made 
in Chicago M arch 17 last and $400,- 
999 of the total payment was distri­ 
buted among five Indianapolis hanks 
and liquidated another 
tem porary 
loan made in Jan u ary last. 
The in­ 
terest which our 
state 
financiers 
were compelled to pay on the $750,- 
999 temporary loans just liquidated 
amounted 
to 
$13,298.57— tribute 
paid by the taxpayers of Indiana for 
the luxury of democracy since the 
second day of Jan u ary this year. 
It was absolutely neeesary that 
the state hoard of finance defer the 
payment of the huge tem porary loan 
until the county treasurers had paid 
in money sufficient for the purpose. 
As a m atter of course the $750,999 
borrowed temporarily was promptly 
spent by the extravagant Ralston ad ­ 
ministration, together with advance 
payments from the various county 
treasurers aggregating perhaps as 
much more, so that the first charge 
against the total amount coming into 
the state treasury by reason of the 
semi-annual tax settlement approxi­ 
mated 
$1,590,999, 
and 
the 
state 
treasury is depleted by that amount. 
As there has been no pretense of 
economy in any departm ent hut, on 
the other hand, a tendency to in- 
c reage expenditures 
by 
increasing 
salaries, multiplying soft-snap jobs 
for 
the 
faithful, 
and 
otherwise 
-pending the people’s money reck­ 
lessly, the natural consequence will 
he other tem porary loans in a short 
time to meet current expenses. 


Taxpayers have realized for some 
time the burden of the present demo­ 
cratic state 
administration. 
They 
have been compelled to submit to 
heavy i n c r e a s e s in the assessed valu­ 
ation of their taxable property. This 
the democratic state tax commis­ 
sioners insisted upon in the hope the

the standing committee on statistics 
and standards of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 
In a report 
of investigations of trained observ­ 
ers all over the country , it is stated 
“ that the general prospect 
for 
a 
large y ield of fruit ot all kinds, with 
the possible exception of peaches, 
has not been equalled at any time 
during the past decade, 
save 
in 
1912.” 
The peach crop was severely dam­ 
aged by the cold early spring. Okla 
lioma, most of Arkansas, and a large 
part of Kansas suffered the heavi­ 
est los s to its peach crop. 
Damage 
less severe was reported in south 
central Missouri, southern Mississ- 
ippi, north-western Alabama, sout! 
and east Texas, southwestern Geor­ 
gia, western Kentucky , western I en 
nesee, southern Idaho and portion- 


of 
North Carolina. 
Elsewhere the 
outlook for the peach crop is 
so 
promising that a normal y ield can 
be expected. 


The necessity of well organized 
associations of fruit 
growers 
for 
the purpose of gathering, 
packing 
and marketing the product is empha 
sized in a report of the United States 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce. 
Many of 
the sta tes east of the Rocky Moan 
tains, the report states, y early lose 
much of the income of their orchards 
because of the lack of co-operation 
among growers, and a “ lack of reali 
zation that an uncared for orchard 
is a steadily diminishing and deter­ 
iorating a sset.” 


More than 9,909,999 acres of land 
in western states have been thrown 
open to homesteaders under tin* en­ 
larged homestead act by Secretary 
of the Interior Lane during the past 
few weeks. 
The enlarged homestead 
designations are situated as follows: 
914,000 acres in Montana. 
999,909 
acres in Oregon, 170,999 
a c r e s m 
Washington, 250,090 acres in Idaho, 
400,009 acres in New Mexico, 101,- 
999 
acres in Arizona, and 450,990 
acres in Colorado. 


Secretary Lane has also empha­ 
sized his policy of restoring with­ 
drawn land whereever the public in­ 
terest will permit by recommending 
to the President the restoration of 
over 
2,500,000 acres 
in 
western 
Wy oming. 
This land was withdrawn 
in 190(5 because of reports of abund­ 
ant coal underly ing it. 
The geologi 
cal Survey has shown those reports 
to be unfounded. 
The governemnt 
still holds about .9,900,000 acres of 
coal land in Wy oming. 
The Secretary 
has also 
recom­ 
mended the restoration of another 
area of .‘>.'1(5,999 
acres in 
Carbon 
county , Wy oming; 2(51,001) acre- in 
northwestern Utah, and OS,999 acres 
in Socorro countv. New Mexico.

the I nited Press. 
Mr. Straus is in­ 
vestigating 
conditions 
in 
Europe 
with flu* approval 
of 
the 
United 
States (government. 
“ I In * French,” 
the 
investigator 
continued, “ are tin* most economical 


p e o p le on tin* fa ce of the earth and 
I wish every American could 
come 
over and take a lesson from them. 
I he Sw iss are next and a lter them 
come the Germans. 
But I want to 
say this: 
Alter seeing th ese people 
I am more than impressed with the 
wastefulness of flu* American indi­ 
vidual and that unless he calls a halt 
the nation is in tor 
serious 
times. 
Dark day s will In* tin* result. 
More 
than any other factor this wa steful­ 
ness with us is responsible for the 
high cost of living. 
The 
French. 
Swi>s and Germans 
throw 
a wav 
nothing; 
every thing is of some use. 
We throw away all save the best. Wo 
are spendthrifts in money , in energy , 
health and every thing. 
“ 1 see but (die remedy : 
W o must 
commerce 
at 
the 
bottom 
ami 
work (dir way up. 
Reform 
must 
start among tin* people and 
work 
higher. 
We can not have an eco­ 
nomical nation, or states, counties, 
cities, towns or communities 
until 
we have economical individuals and 
my doctrine is that there lies the key 
the situation: 
Educate the indi­ 
vidual. 
If we can manage to have 
economical, thrifty units, the com 
inanity, town, city , county , state and 
nation will be economical and thrif­ 
ty. 
“ Next y ear at the Panama Pacific 
ExjMisition, we plan to hold an in­ 
ternational Thrift congress. 
I hope 
to see France, Germany , 
England 
and Switzerland and other countries 
represented; 
for since I have been 
over here I have discovered that tin* 
cost of living is increasing in Eu 
rope, a fact coinciding with a grow 
mg inclinations, 
especially 
in 
the 
capitals, to spend money 
lavishly . 
Especially is this spendthrift habit 
eonspieious in Berlin. 
We will urge 
the cducatou of the 
individual 
in 
thrift. 
This education, of course, 
must start early , with the child in 
school. 
Wo will encourage 
school 
gardens. 
Experiments have 
shown 
that y oung children can earn in this 
plav-work some $20 a y ear. 
If ev­ 
ery school child earned even $19 a 
y ear or $5 a y ear there would he a 
national economy of millions. 
“ We will encourage savings hanks 
in schools. 
Deposits of nickels and 
dimes given to the children by par- 
cnts, we would encourage but rather 
would we have the children earn the 
money doing some sort of v ork or 
performing 
some 
honorable 
act 
Pittsburgh has tried this 
plan to 
some extent and «*v Michigan school 
has experimented a little along this 
line with tin* most excellent results.

is an organism present in the body 


excretions, secretions, and tissues of 


c h o le r a hogs. 
This disease produc­ 


ing organism is eliminated from the 


body o f ttie cholera hog with the 


body 
secretions 
and 
excretions. 


H ealthy hogs 
contract the 
disease 


hy eat ing feed or drinking w ater that 


is infected with the virus. 
Most, out­ 


breaks are not produced by a healthy 


herd of hogs coming in direct con­ 


tact with a cholera hog, but by in­ 


direct contact. 
The usual method 


of introducing the disease into a 


neighborhood is through tran sp o rta­ 


tion of feeding or breeding bogs that 


were infected before they were p u r­ 


chased, or became infected 
through 


exposure in the public stock yard s 


and stock cars. 
The shipping from 


one state to another of feeding hogs 


has alw ays been productive of hog 


cholera and the present outbreak of 


the disease in this state is due large­ 


ly to the traffic in cholera bogs. 


In neighborhoods where outbreaks 


of bog cholera occur, necessary pre­ 


cautions against the spread of the 


infection are not taken.

exchange w ork and visit farm s where 


hogs are dying from

farm s. 
People, horses,

m achinery that pass through in fe ct­ 


ed yard s m ay c a rry the hog cholera 


virus to adjoining or distant farm s 


in the tilth that adheres to the shoes 


feet and wheels. 
Stream s polluted

their hanks, are common sources of 


hog cholera,

and dogs, crows and buzzards that

A specific set o f symptoms are not 


commonly recognized as the disease 


assumes different form s.
